‘The pastor should always attend for a similar rea- 
sou. Itis the best way of showing to the parents, 
teachers and children, that he is deeply interested 
in the Sabbath School. Many pastors appear to 
act as if, because they are not to conduct the exer- 
cises, their presence is not needed, ‘This is quite a 
tnistake, His presence, end an occasional remark 
which the exercises may suggest, will commonly 
do more good, than the best sermon. ‘The Sabbath 
School is the nursery of the church; and next to the 
church, the most important institution in existence. 
But the pastor cannot persuade the pupils or the 
church that he really thinks so, unless he manifests 
his sincerity by attendance at the concert, and if 
he does not so manifest his sincerity the church and 
the pupils will imitate his example, and take little 
interest in the Sabbath School Concert. 

Il. Parents and teachers should not only attend 
themselves, but should interest the children in the 
Sabbath School Monthly Concert, and encourage them 
to atlend. We repeat the maxim that children are 
always interested in that which interests their pa- 
rents and superiors. Now if they find at the month- 
ly concert, that their parents and teachers are ar- 
dently praying for them, they will desire to become 
interested in the prayers; and will, as it were, be 
putting themselves in the way of receiving the re- 
generating and sanctifving ivsuences of the Holy 
Spirit. Spiritual blessings always depend much on 
the circumstances in which the recipient is placed, 

Il. The meetines of the Concert should be local, 
that is, wherever there is a Sabbath School, there 
the concert should be attended, so as to give all an 
opportunity to attend. ‘Those concerts in which 
several congregations or several schools unite, usu- 
ally are uninteresting and result in little good. None 
feel as though the interest of the meeting devolved | 
on themselves, But at their own place of meeting, 
every superintendent feels at home, as do also the 
teachers and children; and they regard the meeting 
as their own, and hence feel that they must exert 
themselves to make it interesting. ‘Ovr own’ has | 
a great influence in leading us to act. The writer 
has witnessed the effect of dividing congregations 
in their attendance at the concert, and has found 
that each separate meeting was more fully attended 
and much more interesting than the united meeting. 
The same is true to a great extent of local Sabbath 
Schools, 

IV. Manner of conducting the exercises, at the 
Sabbath School Monthly Coneert. On this mainly 
depends its prosperity and usefulness.

V. 2 statement of facts. While resident in Mon- 
son, the writer had the privilege of attending the 
Sabbath School Monthly Concert conducted some- 
thing in this manner. A large part of the children 
with their parents who lived sufficiently near,as well 
as the teachers, attended, No difficulty was found 
in keeping up an interest during the whole hour, 
They were the most interesting evening meetings 
we had, such a mutual sympathy existed for each 
other. The question was often asked by strangers 
abroad who had heard of our concerts, ‘ how do 
you manage to make them so interesting and so ful- 
ly attended?’ The only reply we could make, was, 
we have a variety of exercises and make each one 
short. 


Though the exercises were so various, yet 
each extract that was read, and the remarks each 
time made, presented some definite subject for con- 
sideration, to which the succeeding prayer had refer- 
ence. ‘To offer an interesting and effectual prayer, 


at such a time, the individual must direct his atten- | 


tion to that When he thus prays, he 
will of course confine his thoughts, and get his own 
feelings warmed, and kindle those of the audience; 
and also, as he prays for only one object, his prayer 
will of course be short. Much of the interest of the 
meeting must depend onthe superintendent. He 
must get his feelings interested by much reading, 
meditation, and prayer, about the Sabbath School. 
He must feel, that he isin a measure responsible 
for the salvation of the scholars; and must spare no 
time or expense in obtaining the necessary informa- 
tion and qualifications to fit him for his station.

Though the people seemed to be greatly 
mbarrassed at our unexpected appearance; their 
pprehensions gradually subsided; meanwhile we 
jad the pleasure of seeing our ship coming to an- 
horin the roads. Having therefore renewed my 
tock of books with a larger store, IL went again on 
hore. At this time the demand was much greater, 
and I was almost overwhelmed by the numbers of 
yriests who ran down upon us. Earnestly begging 
ht least one short tract, of which I had taken great 
quantities with me, I was very soon stripped of all, 
ind had to refuse numerous applications. 

After having examined all the localities, we en- 
Neavored to promulgate the doctrines of the gospel. 
1Poo-to being a rendezvous for a numerous tleet of 
boats, gave us great facility in sending books to all 
the adjacent places. Nor were the people very slow 
in examining us and our books. When theirminds 
were satisfied upon the subject, they became exces- 
sively clamorous for Christian books. At first I bad 
brought my stores on shore, but finding that the 
great crowds bore me down and robbed me of 
every leaf, Lentered into a boat and sat down, while 
multitudes of boisterous applicants were on the 
shore. ‘They now waded and even swan in order 
to getnear me, and carried offin triumph the pre- 
cious gift. ‘Thousands and thousands of books 
have thus been scattered, not in this place oly, but 
they have found their way into the provinces, for 
some persons took them purposely for importation. 
He who oversees and directs all, will send these! 
| harbingers of salvation with eagle-swiftness to all 
parts,

} a depository for scriptures and tracts in one of the

§ We afterwards visited several other islands belong- 
ing to the Chusan group, which teemed with inhabi- 
tants. There are less obstacles here to the promo- 
tion of the gospel than in many islandsin the Pacific. 

They are far more populous, and their inhabitants 

* are very thriving people, no-ways deficient in natu- 
} ral understanding. English vessels visited them 
§ occasionally, during the last half ceutury, but they 
i have never been accurately known by any European 
navigator; therefore we took the trouble to explore 
them as far as circumstances would permit. The 
great Chusan has high towering hills, and splendid 
fertile vallies, some of which are allavial ground. 

There are perhaps one million of inhabitants. Be- 

sides other place s on its coast, we visited Sin-kea- 

mun, a fishing village, with a harbor sheltered from 
all winds—but the very seat of iniquity. The na- 
tives here crowded on board; they wanted books, 
and insisted upou having them; my great stock 
being almost exhausted, they offered money and 
besought me not to send them empty-handed away, 
On one occasion I had taken some on shore; seve- 
ral sailors acted as my safe-guard, to prevent my 
being overpowered by the crowd. We ran for a 
long distance tp escape their importunity, but finally 
they overtook us and I was literally plundered. 
Those who gained their point, returned shouting, 
whilst the others left me with a saddened heart, and 
uttering reproaches that 1 kad not duly provided for 
their wants. For days | have been solicited, but I 
could not satisfy the craving desire. IT promised to 
return with a larger supply, and hope that God will 
permit me to re-enter this sphere.

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A HAPPY CHRISTMAS, 

Under this head a correspondent of the Observer 
gives an account of the manner in which Christmas 
day was spent by the Tract Distributers in the 
city of New York; from which we copy the follow- 
ing: 

While thousands ofothers in our crowded city 
were pursuing their pleasury «, ench in his chosen 
way, the tract distribute rs devoted thisday to prayer 
and solemn religious exercises 

On entering the morning prayer meeting, we 
found assembled a large number, including several 
clergymen and some of our men of wealth, and it 
was soon apparent that the Spirit of God was also 
present. Many hearts seemed full, and in the de- 
vout prayers, and singing, and atlectionate exhor- 
tations, the hours glided almost insensibly away 

The second chapter of Luke having been read, 
it was remarked by one, that the birth of Christ 
could perhaps in no way be more acceptably cele- 
brated, than in the offering to Him of “a humble 
aud contrite spirit,” and in girding ourselves up, in 
his strength, to holy and self denying effort for 
bringing into contact with the minds of the perishing 
the “ good tidings of great joy,” revealed through 
his sufferings and death. 

Another dwelt on the charge in Ezekiel, and oth- 
er parallel passages, to be farthful to the souls of 
men, ard on the peril of suffering the impenitent to 
die around us uowarned. 

A superintendant of the distribution in one ward, 
mentioned as an occasion for thanksgiving, that one 
hundred distributers in that ward had reported more 
than 80 hopeful conversions, within the past year; 
and another that,in one distributer’s district, by 
means of tracts, personal labors, and prayer meet- 
ings, the number of souls hopefully born again was 
nearly equal to the number of months the distributer 
had labored. But both feltthat a far riche r bles- 
sing might be expected from God, were more faith- 
ful and spiritual labors performed. 

Another dwelt on the s; ‘ess which has 
attended these labors where an agent is enployed to 
"“evote his whole time and efforts, in connection 
~owith distributers, in a single ward; and urged the 

extension of the same means of usefulness into oth- 
er wards.
